Boroughs, where the magistrates’ bench 
undoubtedly requires some reform, and‘ 
the county magistrates allowed to con- 
tinue as usual was not accepted. This was 
a pity, for there is no a | desire in any 
úuarter in Northern Ireland for the whole- 
sale abolition of the judicial functions of 
the magistrates, and it is hardly fair to 
turn the magistrates into mere automatic 
machines for the taking. of depositions, 
Signing warrants and formal business, if 
they cannot be trusted to discharge the 
elementary duties of Petty Sessions 
Courts. The public generally does not like 
this bill, and they have a feeling that one 
of their safeguards is being removed. 


Education’ Costs 


There is one aspect of the education 
levy which is worth further investigation.

tion in the urban area. Frequently it 
has been stated that the Jocal authorities 
in Northern Ireland do not contribute. as 
much to education as similar authorities 
in Great Britain. Apart altogether from 
the fact that the Government of Ireland 
Act and the Colwyn Committee award 
were baséd upon the continuance of the 
cost of educational services (principally 
the salaries of elementary school teachers) 
as State charges, it would appear that the 
is. levy now proposed will involve, in 
some areas, Jarger local contributions than 
is payable in Great Britain. Belfast’s 
educational estimates already total 
£67,000 per annum. The Is, educational 
levy would involve a further £84,000 per 
annum, and’ under the new valuations, if 
the 1s. rate were maintained, this would 
be increased to about £120,000. Now there 
are a little more than 200 schools in 
Belfast. Assuming an average of five 
teachers in each school, making a total 
of 1,000 with an average salary of £250, 
which is a liberal estimate, the total cost 
of teachers’ salaries in Belfast is £250,000 
er annum, so that the 1s. levy would pay 
i per cent. of this cost, and upon the 
new valuation basis nearly 50 per cent. 
of the cost. In some urban areas the Is. 
levy would producé more striking results, 
and probably meet all the cost of teachers’ 
salaries in those areas. It would be 
interesting to find how the figures would 
work out in regard to such towns as 
Newry, Coleraine, Ballymena, Bangor. 
Newtownards, Portadown and Lisburn. 


Belfast Rates 


In making comparisons between the 
rates in Belfast and those payable in many 
English cities, very often the Belfast con- 
solidated city rate is quoted without any 
reference to the Belfast water rate. The 
former for the coming year amounts to 
13s. 2d. in the £, and the water rate is 2s., 
or a total rate of 15s: 2d.

tionally cheap rates. The Ulster Tourist 
Development Association has despatche4 
40,000 Ulster guides, 15,000 descriptive 
posters, and 150,000 pictorial folders. 

hese have been sent to all parts of Great 
Britain and to the United States and the 
Dominions, while lectures with cinema 
views of Northern holiday resorts have 
been given during the winter nronths in 
Great Britain and America. The Northern 
holiday resorts—Portrush, Bangor, Larne 
and Nqwcastle—have effected considerable 
improvements in the number and quality 
of the sporting and other attractions 
which they offer to visitors, while the 
hotel and boarding-house accommodation is 
being brought to a high standard.

CLEAN MILK

and Dairies Bill that the Public Health Acts 
were not being enforced in regard to clean 
milk, Surely, the Minister and his Depart- 
ment ought to take steps to have uniformity 
in the administration of the Public Health 
Acts throughout the country. In no other 
area in the ceuntry was milk produced under 
the same hygienic conditions and the same 
supervision as in Dublin, and he thought 
that the milk producers here should get ad- 
vantage for the good article they were pro- 
ducing. The Department of Local Govern-

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SPEND £75,000 ON 
BETTER ROADS 


HE ee of the County Donegal Trans- 

port Committee—whose recommendations 

appeared in yesterday's Jrish Timea— 
has now been issued to the public. The 
Committee consisted of Mr. Joseph Ingram 
(Chairman), Mr. Phili SS nm Mr. 
Arthur Hassard, with Mr. P. J. Hayden as 
Secretary. 

The terms of reference requested the Coin. 
mittée to report on the desirability of estab- 
lishing a county port capable of accommodat- 
ing Jarge overseas vessels, the desirability of 
curtailing or extending existing railway and 
road transport changes in present statute 
law, etc. 

In their report the Committee review et 
sa ag the position of transport in Donegal. 
Before the Free State was established and 
the Customs barriers erected the county’s 
rail-borne trade was centred in Londonderry 
and Belfast. Since then many Londonderry 
merchants h: . established dépéts within the 
county to supply their Donegal customers, 
They were to a larger extent than previously 
supplying goods manufactured in the Free 
State. Previous to the border being eatab- 
lished transport facilities in the coiinty were, 
on the whole, satisfactory. 

The tariff policy has naturally had the 
effect of compelling the Donegal traders to 
obtain most of their supplies from Saorstat 
sources, and as these are, generally speaking, 
at considerable distances from Donegal, the

NO CASE 


The Committee state:—‘‘We are of 
opinion that no case has been made for either 
construction of an entirely new harbour or 
the extension of one of the existing har- 
bours.” The trade of Donegal would not 
warrant such a scheme, nor did the -Com- 
mittee believe that a Donegal port would be 
utilised to sérve the needs of other counties. 
If the establishment of a port capable of 
accommodating large overseas vessels were 
considered desirable they were of opinion that 
the proper location would be Lough Swilly, 
where deep water shelter is available. Even 
as it is Lough Swilly seems to offer every 
facility for a ‘“‘large port.” This idea did 
not receive any support from witnesses. 

On the subject of regular shipping services 
the Committee state :— : 

“The evidence on behalf of the Limerick 
Steamship Company was particularly im- 
portant and interesting. The witness; who 
was the manager of the company, had per- 
sonally made a fortnight’s tour of Done 
and investigated thoroughly its traffic poten- 
tialities. An illuminating instance was 
quoted by him. His company had a steamer 
ex Liverpool which it was proposed should 
eall at some of the Donegal ports if traffic 
offered, The traders in Donegal were can- 
vassel for ordets, but not one consignment 
was forthcoming. The difficulties of estab- 
lishing a regular steamship service are in- 
creased by the rather unreasonable demands 
of the traders, who stress its importance to 
them, For example, an egg merchant in 
Letterkenny claimed that his business would 
require in the season a service from that port 
three times weekly to Glasgow and once to 
Liverpool. When it is remembered that such 
ports as Limerick, Sligo and Galway have 
nothing like this suggested service the diffi- 
culty of meeting this demand will be appre- 
ciated.’” 


THE CHARTER SYSTEM 


The system of chartered vessels has been 
evolved by merchants of County Donegal to 
suif the conditions of the county. So far the 
system has been worked by individual mier- 
chants, each on his own account. We seé hó 
difficulty in a considerable extension of the 
system if the merchants at any centre (or at 
adjacent harbours) would combine to charter 
a vessel and bring in a mixed cargo by this 
means. 

The Committee make certain recommenda- 
tions with regard to Letterkenny, which 
seemed to them to be the natural distributing 
centre for a large part of Donegal, and they 
express surprise that the traders, with one 
exception, have not taken advantage of its 
situation since the border and tariffs had

CUSTOMS RULES 


Four railway companies serve 
namely, the Great Northern (18, miles), 
County Donégal Railway Joint Committee 
(873 miles), Strabane and Letterkenny Rail- 
way (1831 miles), and the Lan and 
3 Swilly Railway system (96 miles). 

e Committee make the following com- 
ment :—“* We are forced to the conclusion 
that some Donegal traders have not 
familiarised themselves with the necessary 
eigen for importing or exporting 
rom or to other parts of the Saorstat via 
Northern Ireland. Some of the evidence we 
received exhibited an ignorance of Customs 
regulations. As an example, one witness in- 
formed us that he new imported all his 
goods from the Saorstat through Sligo in 
order to avoid the payment of itish 
Customs duties, and seemed surprised to 
learn that no such duties were payable. 
Another witness informed us that the 
Saorstat Government had prohibited the con- 
het of goods by road from Buncrana to 
Londonderry because they were subsidising 
the Londonderry and Lough Swilly Railway 
Company, whereas the real difficulty was a 
Customs one. At the border post of 
we found that a tradér had arranged a 
system of sedled containers for the conveyance 
of oress-border trafic somewhat similar to 
the sealed wagon systém in operation on the 
railways to which we refer jater on, Other 
tredens had never heard of such an arrange 
ment. 


In connection with railways in general, 


the Committee say, those setving the County 
Donegal are passing through difficult times. 
The Great Northern Company’s financial con- 
dition is anything but satisfactory, the work- 
ing of the County Donegal Railways Joint 
Committee entails an annual loss on the 
parent companies (the Great Northern Reail- 
way Company egg pe and the London Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway Company); while 
the Londonderry and Lough Swilly Railway 
Company has only heen kept working by 
subsidies from the Saorstat and Northern 
Ireland Governments. 


RAILWAY DIFFICULTIES 


So far as the County Donegal Railways 
Joint System is concerned, the Committee 
make no récoimmendations. There was nd 
present intention to curtail services or to 
ceasé working any portion of the system. 
With regard to the Londonderry and Ls th 
Swilly Railway, the Committee reluctantly 
came to the conclusion that, failing the pa 
ment to the company of the recessary a á 
sidy, its days are numbered, Witnesses who 
stated that the os of the lines would 
be a serious blow admitted that they use the 
railways only where they found it moré con- 
venient to ao than to operate their own 
lorries. The traffic was not sufficient to sup- 
port both road and rail. There was an al- 
most complete absence of complaint regard. 
ing rates charged on railways serving the 
county : 

The Committee received suggestions for the 
construction of several new fines of railway. 
The most important of these was a line of 
twenty-eight miles, between Sligo and Bally- 
shannon. The representatives of the Great 
Southern Railways Company, while advocat- 
ing the building of this railway, stated his 
company would not construct it ont of their 
own funds or work it without a subsidy. 
The cost was estimated at £350,000. The 
t, if eoh- 
structed out of public funds, this railway 
would not eárn its working expenses, and 
could only be kept in existence by subsidies 
They did not recommend it as an économic 
propos tina. No fewer than sixteen proposals 
or railway extensions were put up to the 
Committee, none of which were recommended. 
The Committee did not consider they were 
nécessiry, 

With regard to road improvements. the 
Committee set out a semes of roads which 
should be reconstructed and widened at an 
estimated cost of £75,000.

He said that oi the morning of March 9th 
last he, with Chief Water Bailiff Hewitt, 
was looking out over Passage roads from 
an upstairs window in Passage East Civic 
Guard Barracks.

Land Plants '— 
recently published. This is not to be 
regarded as a new edition of ‘‘ The Origin 
of a Land Flora ”; it is an entirely new 
book. The material in it, of course, in- 
cludes a great amount of what was in the 
first book, but recent discoveries made it 
essential that to be satisfactory the book 
must be rewritten. | 

IS is arranged in two parts. The first 
part includes description, with excellent 
illustrations, of the different classes of the 
Archegoniatae, and very interesting com- 
parisons are made of their natural 
affinities: The second part is divided into 
chapters, in each of which some feature 
common to all is discussed. The first part 
will, no doubt, have a special appeal to the 
student of the subject, but the whole of 
the book cannot tail to attract all who are 
interested in plant life generally. | 


Hitherto Unknown Fossils _ 


Even a cursory glance into the book 
shows that it is comprehensive and up-to- 
date. Discoveries of hitherto unknown 
fossils from early horizons have been used 
in discussing the relationships of the 
Bryophyta and Pteridophyta.

A closer examination reveals that no 
trouble has been spared in making clear 
the different problems and theories, to- 
gether with the facts in their support.

HIS 1s an exceedingly interesting, and 
even a valuable, book, It comprises 
the letters of Sir James Brooke, first 
White Rajah of Sarawak, to that remark- 
able woman who ought to have been his 
wile. Rajah Brooke s career is one of the 
romances of history. This retired soldier, 
suffering from the injury that caused him 
never to warry, went to Borneo, found 
Sarawak in wretched unrest, and shaped 
for himself a kingdom which, to the dusky 
subjects, spelt freedom and peace. He 
owed his snecess to the help of a woman, 
passing rich and (as her portrait shows) 
passing beautiful. 

Miss Angela Burdett Coutts, later the 
Baroness, admired Brookes, and put her 
gr2at wealth at the service of his cause 
when he could get no official aid.

of the travelling public. Nevertheless, they 
have proved to be a great boon to the most 
deserving section of the population, and 
have done very much to minimise the ill- 
effects of the. strike. If the stoppage 
continues, further services will be supplied 
by the Army ; but the soldiers’ job is dis- 
tasteful at the best, and every effort. ought 
to be mado to relieve them of their un- 
accustomed duties with the least possible 
delay. 
In the nature of things, every citizen 
regards the strike from his own stand- 
point, and for that reason people who 
have been inconvenienced in their lawful 
occasions have been inclined to lose sight 
of one of its most important aspects. 
Its consequential damage is enormous. 
Every business house in the city of Dublin 
has suffered more or less severely through 
the stoppage of public transport. Shopping 
establishments in Grafton street, O’Connell 
street, and other main thoroughfares 
depend very largely for their trade on 
the influx of customers from the suburbs, 
and in several of the big houses the Spring 
season has been almost ruined already. 
Furthermore, the various places of enter- 
tainment—the theatres, the cinema houses. 
and dance halls—have been losing steadily 
since the strike began, and the city’s trade 
in general has slumped very heavily. How 
long will the ordeal continue? As we 
understand the situation, the Tramways 
Company has promised an increase of 
wages of some kind, to be retroactive as 
from the moment of the resumption of 
work; the statement which we print to- 
day seems to leave no doubt on that score. 
On the other hand, the strikers—or, at 
any rate, a majority of them—are anxious 
for a round-table conference with the 
company’s representatives under the 
auspices of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, What, then, is blocking 
the way towards a settlement? We know 
that the two trades unions involved—one 
British and the other Irish—do not see 
eye to eye on all matters; but surely no 
internecine jealousies would be allowed to 
delay a resumption of work. At the other 
end of the stale the company; having 
conceded in advance the principle of a 
[wages increase, ought not to stand too 
rigidly on a punctilio. Everybody knows 
that the strikers have been in the wrong 
since they refused to go back to their jobs 
after Judge Shannon’s finding; but the 
public’s interests ought to be the para- 
mount consideration with the company as 
well as with the men. 

Unless something is done at once, the 
transport strike will be likely to develop 
into a war of attrition, and to lead in the 
end of ends to a sulky and splenetic com- 
promise, Such seems to be the way of all 
Dublin disputes. In the present instance 
both sides have made blunders. The men 
were originally at fault when they declared 
a strike on one ground, and then promptly 
discovered another on which to continue 
it. The company, in its turn, issued what 
we believe to have boen an ill-advised state- 
ment a week ago, on the eve of the strikers’ 
ballot ; and whoever conceived the brilliant 
idea of an alternative job for the dismissed 
driver sealed the fate of Monday’s vote. 
In these circumstances, recriminations are 
worthless. Neither party has shown much 
imagination or constructive ability during 
the last five weeks, and we suggest now 
that a fresh start be made. We invite the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
bring masters and men together without 
further ado. Conditions . precedent to a 
conference will be of no avail, If Mr. 
Lemass issues invitations to a meeting, we 
do not see how either side could refuse to.

What 
concerns the citizens of Dublin more 
immediately is the general arrangements 
for water supply, as revealed in Mr. 
‘Moynihan’s statement. 'The dry summers 
of the last two years have turned every- 
one’s thoughts in this direction; for they 
led to a shortage of water in nearly all 
the large towns of Great Britain and 
Ireland. Yet it seems that the droughts 
have not been wholly responsible for ‘the 
shortage, at least in Dublin. Mr. 
Moynihan blames the consumer, and 
states that there would be no need for 
a new reservoir if Dublin was not so 
wasteful in its use of water. Even at 
this time of the year the citizens imust, 
exercise more caution; in fact, they 
are threatened with rationing if they do 
not. Is it quite fair, however, to saddle 
the consumer with all the blame? Water 
is wasted, no doubt, and we do not defend 
those who are careless in time of scarcity, 
but the Corporation is asking a little too 
much if it wants us to be careful all the 
year round. Mr. Moynihan’s remarks 
make it clear that the fault lies quite as 
much with the Corporation as with the 
consumer; for he reveals that the situa- 
tion will not be eased even by a season 
of heavy rain. In other words, there is 
no question of any lack of water—the 
main cause of the shortage in Dublin is, 
that the system is inadequate, and that 
water cannot be brought down in sufficient 
quantities from the reservoir. The city 
has grown rapidly within the last fifteen 
years, and, if the authorities had kept 
themselves fully in touch with its growing 
demands, the situation never might have 
arisen. We are glad to see that at last 
it is about to be remedied, but we would 
urge all citizens, for their own comfort; to 
avoid a too-liberal use of the present 
supply until the new scheme is in a posi- 
tion to bring relief.

Original Relief Schemes 


We might not have expected that ancient 
Greek safety-pins would have very much. 
interest for New York, nor,. a fortiori, 
that research into their geographical dis- 
tribution would commend itself to those 
responsible for relief schemes. It appears, 
however, that the authorities have shown 
so much enthusiasm about Greek safety- 
pins—with other things—that an official 
inquiry into their conduct has just been 
opened. New York is granted £4,000,000 
a month to deal with unemployment, and, 
at least, it cannot be said that she has 
followed a hide-bound or unimaginative 
course: in attacking the problem. Evidently 
it was felt that something a little more 
stimulating was needed than building 
schemes and road construction, and even 
the free beef scheme of Mr. de Valera 
becomes dull and commonplace when com- 
pared with some of the things they did in 
New York. Interesting work was provided 
for quite a number of people by the great 
“chicken survey,’’ which was earried out 
at a cost of £20,000, and involved the cross- 
examination of thousands of perplexed 
housewives on their purchases of fowl! and 
eggs. Two other bands had for their task 
the making of a real estate survey—the 
point of the scheme being not so much 
that each section was collecting identical 
information unknown to the other, but that 
all the facts were known already. This 
ingenious plan accounted for nearly half a 
million pounds, and, although we are not 
told how the balance of the four millions 
was spent, a great part of it seems to have 
been devoted to msthetic dancing, a map of 
Vesuvius, the translation of a Russian 
work on Roman trade relations, a study of 
the distribution of Greek dialogues, and 
an inguiry into the movements of 
population in 2000 B.C. The authorities, 
without doubt, have succeeded in bringing 
a fresh point of view to bear on unemploy- 
ment; but it would be interesting to know 
what the unemployed thought of their new 
jobs.

The fateful talks are to be held in the 
famous Villa Borromeo on Isola Bella, the 
most important islet on the lake. A beauti-

PROSPECTS OF LIFFEY 
SCHEME

LTHOUGH there is an abundance of 
water at the Roundwood reservoir, 
the water supply in Dublin and townships, 
Dun Laoghaire and Bray, may be rationed 
unless users economise and are careful to 
avoid all waste. 
Mr. M. A. Moynihan (City Surveyor and 
Waterworks Engineer) asked an [rtsh 
Times reporter’ yesterday to warn the 
citizens of the gravity of the situation. 
‘* Notwithstanding repeated explanations 
regarding ‘the situation,’’ he-said, “ the 
people of Dublin will not, or do not, realise 
the serious position, or do anything to 
conserve the most valuable asset they pos- 
sess. : 
“-[$ is not a question of having sufficient 
water stored—there 1s an abundance of 
water at Roundwood, but it. cannot be 
brought to Dublin in sufficient quantities 
to allow people to waste.it. 
“HH no waste or misuse cf water took 
place, there would be no necessity for any 
immediate expenditure whatever upon the 
new water supply which is now under con- 
sideration.”’ ; 


NEW PIPE LINE TOO COSTLY 


~“ Tn Roundwood at present,” said Mr. 
Moynihan, “‘ there are stored 3,700 million 
gallons of water. The present consumption 
of Vartry water is close o1 17,000,000 
gallons per day, and it shows an upward 
tendency year after year. The citizen will 
say: ‘ Why not lay another pipe line from 
Roundwood, and give us all the water we 
want and cease these annual scares?’ Such 
a proposal has been carefully considered, 
and, on my recOmmendation, abandoned, 
for the reason that the gathering grounds 
which feed the River Vartry can only be 
depended on to yield 18,000,000 galléns of 
water per day—that is, a little over 
1,000,000 gallons in excess of what the 
pipe lines are capable of carrying. 
‘* To spend a quarter of a million pounds 
—which a pipe line would cost—to bring 
an extra million gallons of water to the 
city would be an absurdity. Therefore, 
the provision of an alternative source 
of supply was investigated. I recom- 
mended the River Liffey at Poulaphouca 
as a desirable scheme, if arrangements 
could be made with the Electricity Supply 
Board for a joint power and water supply 
undertaking. This Board was approached 
by the Corporation in, the early. part. of 
last year, and negotiations ‘have been pro- 
ceeding since. A decision with regard to 
their policy is expected-within the next 
couple of months, and, if the power de- 
velopment project is decided on, and the 
work of constructing the necessary dain 
above the waterfall at Poulaphouca be 
prvceete fwith without delay, I am in 
opes that an amicable arrangement will 
be arrived at between the Corporation and 
the Electricity Supply Board, whereby we 
shall be entitled to draw from the storage 
whieh the dam will effect up to twenty 
million gallons of water per day. 


A LIFFEY SCHEME 


“cH an arrangement is not come to with 
the Electricity Supply Board, or if that 
body decides not to take up the work of 
power development on the Liffey, then 
the Corporation will be recommended to 
proceed with an independent supply from 
that source. 

‘‘A considerable time must elapse 
before such large works as those contem- 
plated are completed, and, meantime, the 
citizens must meet the situation by the 
strictest economy in the use of water. 
Economy is all that is required; there 
need not be any hardship. There will be 
sufficient. for all if-fi@ne is wasted. If 
the present lavish, use, misuse and waste 
continue, and if at the end of another 
week from this date the draught of 
water from Stillorgan is not considerably 
reduced, then the situation will be met 
by rationing the supply. The water will 
be shut off from all the residential areas 
from, 8 o'clock every evening until 7 
o'clock in the morning, The inconveni- 
ence which this action will cause is ob- 
vious, but it can, without trouble, be 
avoided by the exercise’ of reasonable 
care.

Let them not say, 
when they are visited with the conse- 
quences of their apathy and neglect, that 
they have not been warned.”’

¢ provision of adequate and efficient 
marketing facilities to enable the grower 
of fruit or vegetables to obtain the fairest 
return for his produce, while ensuring 
that supplies shall reach the consumer at 
the most reasonable prices practicable, is 
a matter of wide public interest and con- 
cern. 
_ Jt is to be hoped, therefore, that re- 
resentative ‘ite and organisations in- 
rested in the subject as consumers, no 
less than those concerned in the produc- 
tion, transport and merchanting of fruit 
and vegetables, will come forward to place 
at the disposal of the tribunal the benefit 
of their experience, and of any proposals 
which they may have for the improve- 
ment of the existing conditions. 

The inquiry will extend to the grading, 
packing and marking of fruit an 
vegetables by producers; the conditions 
his, yen which the produce is sold; the 
adequacy of existing markets, or need for 
additional markets; direct sales by pro- 
ducers to consumers, and the marking of

The case, however, was adjourned at the 
request of State counsel, pending the in- 
vestigation of more serious charges against 
other men. 

They were charged with membership of an 
unlawful association which promoted the un- 
lawful possession and use of firearms at 
Longford in December last, and with un- 
lawful assembly at Edgeworthstown on De- 
cember 2nd last; A separate charge against 
Michael Kelk- ee that, on December 2nd, 
in the prese a large number of Free 


[Richard 3 related to the shooting of Mr. 


State citizens, = s°uttered a seditious s ech, 
the purport of which was to incite and per- 
suade the citizens to riot and prevent by 


force of arms the executiom.of the Jaws of 
the State. He was further charged -with 
having, in a speech in County Longford on 
the same date, unlawfully incited the citizens 
to resist the under-sheriff in the execution 
of Execution Orders. 

Hugh Devine was separately charged with 
having, on Februa 4th last, by a letter 
delivered to Gerald More O’Ferrall, at 
tempted to dissuade. him from giving evidence 
of the identity of the persons. who were 
responsible for the killing of Richard More 


O’Ferrall, 
REFUSAL TO PLEAD 


When the accused entered the courtroom 
they refused to take off their hats, which 
were removed by military policemen. 

On being asked to plead to the first charge, 
Kelly asked what exactly was meant by “an 
unlawful association.”

O’Connor), applied for an 
adjournment for one month, pending in- 
vestigations into more serious charges against 
other persons in connection with the murder 
of Mr. Richard More O’Ferrall. 

Kelly said that he wished to point out 
that this case had absolutely no connection 
with the other case, inasmuch as a con- 
siderable period of time had passed from 
the date when the offences with. which he 
(Kelly) was charged were committed and 
the date on which Mr. More O’Ferrall was 
killed. ‘“‘And it is an obvious effort to 
brand me—a well-known member of the 
I.R.A.—as having something to do with the 
affair. It is a completely trumped up busi- 
ness,’” he added. 

In granting the State’s application, the 
President said the case would be adjourned 
until Friday, 3rd May.

POSSESSION:-OF RIFLE 


A Kerry workman, John “ Sullivan, “ of 
Derrymore East, Camp, was charged before the 
Tribunal with being: in possession ‘of a rifle 
at Derrymore East on’ March 3rd last with. 
out a firearms certificate. 

The accused  fefused to answer his name 
when called by the Registrar or plead to the 
charge. <A “not guilty ” plea was antered. 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. J. 
S. O'Connor) prosecuted, and said that the 
evidence would show that not merely did 
Sullivan have the rifle, but’ that he used it. 
As far as he (counsel) was aware, it was 
not a political case, but the offence arose 
out of a dispute with another workman. On 
the night of March 3rd, or early on March 
4th, three shots had been fired at the house 
of Patrick Riordan, at Derrymore East. Sub- 
sequently a .303 cartridge was found in a 
neighbouring field and footprints discovered 
by the Guards near the house compared with 
boots worn by the accused. 

Patrick Riordan told the Tribunal that 
while in bed on the night of March 3rd-4th 
he heard three shots, Next morning he saw 
that the slates on the roof had been 
punctured. He did not leave his bed when 
the shots were fired, 

Asked if he wished to question the witness, 
Sullivan replied that, asa soldier of the 
LR.A., he refused to recognise the Tribunal. 

Daniel and Maurice Riordan, sons of the 
first witness, corroborated 
evidence, Maurice adding that he knew his 
brother was employed by the Kerry County 
Council, and that there had been a dispute 
between the workmen. 

Sergeant Michael Clarke gave evidence wé 
garding the íootprints and the taking of a 
statement from Sullivan regarding his move- 
ments on March 3rd 
At a later stage Sullivan, when asked if he 


wished to cross-examine the witness, said:

CAMBRIDGE SHOULD WIN 
AGAIN TO-DAY 


. 


The, eighty-fourth boat race between the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge will 
be rowed to-day from the University Stone, 
just above Putney Bridge, to the finishing 
post at Mortlake, at approximately 2.45 p.m. 
Cambridge have won forty-two of the 
Lfevions racés against Oxford’s forty, and 
a only dead heat was in 1877. They have 
been the winners for the past eleven years— 
a record séquence—but the Oxford crew, 
when they take the water for the 1935 race, 
will do so with great hope that that 
sequence is about to end. 

verything depends upon the weather. The 
Dark Blues have a very heavy crew this 
year, men who require “nursing” by the 
stroke, and who nftst not be driven too hard 
if “theip value is not to be impaired, and, 
indeed, rendered useless. A heavy oarsman 
cannot be rtished, and he ig not capable of 
striking such a high and effective rate as a 
man of lighter poundage. A. V. Sutcliffe, 
the Oxford stroke, an old Blue, realises this 
important factor, and he will not ask of his 
men more than he thmks they can accom. 
plish. 


OXFORD’S STRENGTH 


The weather factor may well mean anh 
Oxford success. Should there be rough goin 
11 Putney Reach and about Hammersmith 
the heavy fellows in the challenging crew 
may pull them through by shéér muscular 
power. If they can do this and not take 
too much out of themselves in the doing, 
then Cambridge will find a difficult task 
before them. 

The Light Blues, with W. G. R. M. Laurie 
at stroke, are undoubtedly a fast racing 
eight in good conditions. They make their 
boat run smoothly and easily between the 
strokes, and there is no suggestion of ‘! wasli- 
ing-out’’ in their work—a tendency to do 
which perturbed the Oxford crew’s supporters 
at Goring and during their first week. at 
AIE 

So little real work has been done this year 
by either University that the fighting poten- 
tialities of the two crews cannot be safely 
assessed. A high rate of striking has been 
seen in the, ease of Cambridge, and the crew 
can keep it up, but a high striking rate does 
not necessatily mean that the boat is travel- 
ling well, and if Sutcliffe can reach out and 
get the full power of the Dark Blues pushing 
the boat, a great race may be looked for as 
far as Hammeérsmith. 

Each boat contains four Old Blues, and in 
the matter of experience there is little to 
choose. A head-wind and choppy water will 
mean @ definite advantage to Oxford, smooth 
going and a following wind should see Cam- 
bridge establish a commanding lead as early 
as the mile post.
